and asked him, “Yo Pug. Where’s it at?” Unable 
to answer this question, he told me instead about 
his background. 


Pugwash was introduced to Rap in 1979 as “an 
American version of Toasting...” Friends would 
give him subjects and he’d make up raps to fit. 
1979 was also the year his father tricked him into 
emigrating to Jamaica where for five years he could 
be seen running with 10Olb bags of rice or corn 
on his back in an attempt to impress women. He 
saved up to come back to England and arrived 
back in 1984, “Slim, trim and into my thing.” His 
“thing” first caught an unsuspecting public by 
surprise in Uxbridge where, to acclaim from the 
other passengers he started Beat-Boxing and 
Rapping on a bus. Appearances at Roadshows, 
clubs and parties led to an approach by the Pirate 
JFM but being “too goody two shoes” to do 
anything illegal he provided them with only a tape 
of his version of Paul Hardcastle’s ‘Rain Forest’ 
which they then played to death for months. 
Doing the rounds, dancing, Rapping and Popping 
(for which he collected prizes at competitions) he 
met people like Paul Anderson and Joey Jay. It was 
whilst working for Joey as a box boy at Dingwalls 
that Mandy in the cloakroom gave him the name 
Pugwash because he was wearing a headscarf and 
ear-ring. The name stuck and DBMC 
(Derek Black) was dropped in favour of the 
new monicker. Doing the lighting for a 
Jocelyn Brown PA at Dingwalls he was 
spotted by Rosee Lawrence and booked to 
do Second Base. Paul Anderson 
remembered him from Crackers (Oh 
no..not that club again...Ed.) and got him 
MCee-ing alongside his set. 


Since then, Pugwash has become a familiar 
face on the club scene. Rather than stand 
up and do a particular set, his style is 
much more that of an old-style MC-he 
raps to the DJ’s rather than over them, 
gees up the crowd when it’s flagging and 
complements the set without taking it over. 


MC Pugwash can be seen in action at 
Second Base, every Saturday night at 
Dingwalls from 10-3, at Kiss FM’s Ton Up 
nights, monthly at the Brixton Academy, 
and at various clubs and one-offs all over 
the place.

Their debut in 1988 is probably one of the best 
swing albums to be released to date, so most will 
have high expectations for this set.

This is an album of, well, swing beat - now there’s 
a surprise. Listen out for ‘Her’; swing beat meets 
house, the Doug Lazy cow bells (originally Bob 
James) and a house/garage B-line. 

A strong album of contemporary R&B (not as 
good as Today or Basic Black). The problem is this 
kind of music is a bit repetitive and can’t really 
find a new direction, that’s why it’s called swing! 


EVE GALLAGHER: ‘Love Come 
Down’ (Virgin 12-inch) 


Believe it or not there are eight mixes of this track, 
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no, it’s true! Can’t they make up their mind or 
what?! They range from straightforward (or 
normal Norman) mixes to Balaeric, which would 
explain the tracks popularity ’. Melodic bassline 
with some nice piano drop-ins. If you like Donna 
Gardier you’ll probably like this, but not as much. 


THE SINDECUT: ‘Changing The 
Scenery’ (Virgin) 

Demanding Cycle Of A Word Bound Hammerhead, 
Having, Live The Life, Won’t Change, Too Rough, 
Braincell, Tell Me Why, Slow Down, Crack 
Business, To The Heart. 


After a short spell on BAAD Records, Sindecut are 
signed to a major. Following much critical acclaim 
for their single ‘Why’ being the one that kicks they 
have delivered an LP. What they have achieved is a 
unique sound, progressive and radical. This LP 
contains more of that sound, fonky basslines with 
a hint of fusion and reggae. Basically they fuse 
nuff different styles iced with some good rap and 
female vocals which although flat create a vibe. 
Nothing as kicking as ‘Why’ but plenty on a par 
with the other previous releases. A good British 
album well worth investigating.

The Kings are back with their 5th album: a classy

“Sucker DJs’ is only a brief (40 second) intro, 
using as it does one of the crispest clap tracks of 
all time-from the classic ‘Sucker MCs’ off the first 
album.

DJs Run, DMC and Jam Master Jay have come Back 
From Hell feeling fresh and fighting fit. | asked 
them what the ‘Hell’ of the title referred to. Run: 
“The “Hell’ comes from us NOT being on stage, 
performing to the kids. We’ve been through hell 
and we’re back.” So what stopped them from 
performing? “No one stopped us, we stopped to 
cool out. Now we’re fresh. We’re brand new out 
the box.” They have also been setting up their 
own new labels, and are now "Coming back to 
smack the living shit out of everyone.We feel now 
like we felt in ‘84: we felt like, rappers were out 
there, and they were good, but.....you know, fuck 
“‘em...they couldn’t deal with us.” 


With regard to the new generation of Rappers, Run 
DMC feel that whilst they were influential in 
opening the doors for many acts by their success, 
they are still themselves a part of the new blood. 
Although the militancy doesn’t come across so 
directly in their music, when asked about the 
conscious direction in which hip hop is travelling, 
their attitude is definitely pro. 


“Public Enemy and KRS 1, they’re very pro-black. 
We’re pro-black also but like KRS 1 says ‘we’re all 
human before we have a colour.’ that’s what 
turned me on.

For every 60 records a top DJ is fortunate 
enough to receive through their letter box 
every week, you’re lucky if ten of those 
sides are usable - | say usable very loosely, 
I’m not talking specialist material, I’m 
talking mass appeal to the record buying 
public and the mass appeal has definitely 
been lost in 1990. 


With record sales down to a very low level, 

it’s about time record companies take stock 

of their product and start thinking twice 

before signing up half the acts they put on 

the market. No, I’m not saying restrict the 
‘unknowns’, far from it, but promote them 

in a far better fashion. In the 60’s/70’s 

acts were nurtured along by their company, taken 
through the good and bad times and developed 
and matured into hit material. Now we have one- 
off signings whose product is generally sub- 
standard for today’s market. They are promised 
the Earth by the company concerned then, when 
the tune finds itself in the cheap box of your local 
record shop only two weeks after being promoted, 
they’re slung to the back of the pile and another 
one-off takes their place. When this happens you 
know something just ain’t right. 


Personally | think the A&R departments ought to 
think hard before inflicting agony in the hearts of 
the unsuspecting artists by seeing if the product 
fits the market - less product, better quality, and 
better promoted must be the order of the day. 
Maybe it’s because on the dance side most of our 
A&R personnel are slightly too young to have any 
depth or knowledge of the music industry, who 
knows? Something must be done to protect the 
artists and the music, otherwise record shops will 


be filled with mountains of disposable plastic, and 
red faces will be the order of the day at the 
boardroom meetings of most of the UK’s major 
dance labels. Some of the smaller companies have 
got it right, but the majority need a good shake- 
up. They seem to revel in “how many duds can we 
put out this week with the remix to follow in two 
days?” When the original cut hasn’t even been 
busted in clubs. 


In the mid seventies, when dance music was 
beginning to cut it’s own niche in the land of the 
music industry, some companies promotional 
departments actually got to know their mailing list 
Dj’s on an eye-contact basis, some got to know 
their taste and individuality; which product applied 
to which D]’s audience. T17 


he DJ wouldn’t get sent anything he/she couldn’t 
programme in their club/venue. It saved the 
company time and money and didn’t waste the 
presenters time. Nowadays that theory is right 
out the window - rock tunes are sent to soul D]’s 
and rap to reggae presenters - the companies 


don’t seem to have a clue as to 
what musical tastes their D]’s can 
play or get away with. 


On the production side, why is 
it anybody who has product to 
present to a company, and has an 
appointment with the relevant 
personnel, is kept waiting up to 
an hour in reception when the 
appointment was sealed a week 
before. “Sorry he’s at a 
meeting” is the biggest excuse 
under the sun. Then the big wait 
really begins; if you’re lucky 
enough to get beyond the red 
tape that surrounds these 
throned people and you’ve 
managed to secure a demo 
session at the companies 
expense, lack of communication 
sets in between you and them 
with “I’ll ring you back in five” or 
“I’m busy right now, can you call 
me at six?” then “Oh sorry, he’s 
gone, can I take a message?”. 
Five days later and you’re still waiting for a reply. 
These mind games seem to be very prominent in 
record companies - a simple yes or no doesn’t 
figure in their vocabulary. 


It must be very easy to blame the presenters, the 
public and even the artists for the recent lack of 
record sales, but with too much recorded crap on 
the market, why not start with the music industry, 
and record companies in particular? They should 
sort out these people who seem to know nish 
about their jobs or the industry, and only got their 
jobs in the first place by being a friend of a friend 
of a face on the music scene - alot of these people 
are drawing wares under false pretences.

For years Free has been down with the 
wax, finally the operation expands - the 
Free Sound Section.

No fancy graphics on this monster. Just an old- 
school tone control. The chunky rotary tuning 
dial makes pirate spotting easy.

Bob Jones gets miffed about snobbish record 
buyers and urges you to Buy British. 


Why is there still this stigma amongst soul 
collectors in Britain regarding UK released 
product, the armchair collectors- who’ve got so 
much to say at weekenders and who only surface 
from their collections twice a year to go to 
Blackpool - seem to snub British releases, both 
from American and UK artists. This is possibly 
the reason why labels like Ardent and Motor City 
are not cutting it in terms of record sales. The 
purist attitude leaves much to be desired and I’ve 
come to the conclusion that these music dinosaurs 
don’t give a hoot about the sound as long as it’s 
rare and worth £50 plus. 


lan Levine’s UK label Motor City has released 
some brilliant sides over the past twelve months; 
tunes from Francis Nero, Ronnie McNeir, Johnny 
Bristol, Chuck Jackson - all worth hearing out, and 
recent 45’s from Frankie Gaye, GC Cameron, 
Betty Levett and Richard ‘Popcorn’ Wylie are pure 
collectors items and should not be dismissed. UK 
labels need all the help they can get - don’t ignore 
them, otherwise we’ll be moaning when they’ve 
gone and paying ridiculous cash for hard to get 
items on British. Ian Levine believes in the music 
and has sold his life on it, so all you so-called 
musoes and DJ’s who think you know a bit about 
real soul - stick your hands in your pockets and 
put your money where your mouth is. Buy and 
play this product, you have been warned. 


Staying with UK based labels, keep a look out for a 
moody little mid tempo side that comes from 
Footprintz records, Finsbury Park. It’s been 
floating around on promo for a few weeks now 
and it deserves more turntable action, ‘I Belong To 
You’ by Eternity is the tune to watch. This 
London based band ooze soul, 1990 style, and 
this should be given priority - class, pure class. 

As is ‘Be My Girl’: ] Harris - | know this one has 
been happening for a month or two, but it’s cut 
on About Time Records, based in Sheffield and 
again I’ll echo that it’s British product too good to 
throw away. Have you purchased Eve Gallagher’s 
top dance tune yet? It’s “Love Come Down’ on 
UK Protein (Prot 612) and is a bumping UK 
garage dancer - awesome, the girl can sing - as can 
Alison Limerick on ‘Where Love Lives’ (Arista UK 


613509) - superb dancer, raising the dust; a must 
for collectors of 90’s soul music and a song as 
well. It’s so good to see Phonogram sticking to 


their belief in Oleta Adams, whose ’Rhythm Of 
Life’ (Ole 112) has been reissued. Some of us 


have worn out copies of this song from the first 
time around, over a year ago now, and it sounds 
as fresh now as it did then - cheque book out - 
nuff said, buy it, it’s soul. 


Cooltempo Records are starting to become the 
obvious soul label amongst the majors. With acts 
like Innocence it’s not hard to see why their new 
LP ‘Belief’ is a combination of street sounds and 
class soul ballads and should not be ignored. Also 
they had the courage to release a cold shower 
ballad ‘Matter Of Fact’ - on the street, it builds 
into a lovely floating song which will win over any 
heart whose soul is in the right place - good stuff 
and again it’s British. 


Other 33 1/3 plastics which are constantly on my 
turntables are ‘All About Love’ (Tezru LP) available 
through The Heights record shop PO box 221 
London SE22 (081-693-6685), brilliant album 
from te guy who gave you ‘I’ve Been Watching 
You’ - no contest, just listen to ‘She says That She 
Loves Me’ and you’ll melt. Ten City ‘State Of 
Mind’ is getting a lot of action for cuts like 
Superficial People’, ‘It Ain’t No Big Thing’ and the 
moody instrumental ‘Nothing’s Changed’ - buy, 
it’s very good. As is Destry’s debut outing on 
desire, ‘Glass House’ - very modern, very classy - 
very, very, and worth the UK asking price. Soul 
music - nothing more, nothing less. As is Gary 
Taylor’s long awaited Expansion release ‘Take 
Control’ (Ex LP 5); it’s been worth the wait as the 


whole album is classy soul music. once you’ve 
heard cuts like ‘Whatever’, ‘Take Control’, | need’, 
Wishful Thinking’ - you’ll see what | mean. 
Apparently there’s rows going on between 
Expansions directors as to whether the CD should 
contain one more cut than the vinyl - the whole 
world waits with baited breath! 


AI B sure’s ‘Private Times And The Whole 9’ (W 
Bros) is worth it just for ‘I Want To Know’ - 
purchase please! From the same stable comes the 
accapella harmonies of Take 6 ‘So Much To Say’ 
(Reprise LP). This sextet of perfect voices fresh up 
our lives with this LP, brilliant songs not to be 
ignored. 


On the dance side, the bumpin tunes worthy of 
your needle are Dance Advisory Commission: 
‘Gonna Get Over’ (Force Records New York); 
Scott Taylor: ‘It’s Not That Far Away’ (Backbeat 
Records New York); Chery! Ashley: ‘Closer To 
You’ (Sound Pak-Chicago); Roqui: ‘I’ve Just Begun 
To Love You’ (Nu Groove US). Gherkin Records 
from Chicago have at last released Gallifre, 
featuring the vocal talents of Jimmy Lee on ‘Set 
Your Mind To It’ - I’ve been going nuts about this 
track since it surfaced on ‘The Best Of Gherkin 
VOL 1’ (GR 1002) earlier this year. Larry 
Heard’s company looks like being the soul/dance 
label of the future and his Alleviated label have 
already proved that with Ron Wilson’s ’Prove It To 
Me’. Now Larry gives respect to Kriss Coleman 
Shine’ (ML 2210) it has Ron, Veronica Williams 
and Larry on backing vocals and is a top tune. As 
is “Can You Feel The Music’ by Dawn Martin 
(Maxi Records New York). 


A real moody dancer to surface in the new year is 
‘Take Me Now’ - I’m sworn to secrecy over the 
artist but it will be via Warner Bros., my lips are 
sealed, but | will say it’s a killer. Short ones to 
listen to: ‘Be My Angel’: Keith Channer (Climaxx 
US 7-inch); Chuck Robinson: | Feel It Coming’ 
(Vanity US); Five Wagers: ‘Until | Found You’ 
(Nation Time Records US); Frank And James ‘You 
Got The Love | Need’ (White Enterprise US). On 
slate at the moment, to be issued in the new year, 
is Debbie Sharp’s rousing gospel dancer ‘Pay The 
Price’ - a happy soulful tune that preaches the 
word - the word is soul.

We have some 
serious new shit out there as Rap music proves 
once again that it can and always will deliver the 
goods. First off is a new act that will undoubtably 
be compared by many to De La Soul, called 
Groove B Chill their debut LP Starting From Zero’ 
(A&M Records) is a major piece of happy, soulful, 
funk. The sound is for the dancefloor with the 
title tune dropping every time, bubbly B-lines 
mixed with Chill-E-Dawg’s raps and some cunning 
little hooks; ‘There it is’ and ‘Let It Roll’ a cute 


little number produced by 
Prince Paul also do the business 
on the floor. Firing! Get it 
swift. In a similar vein with its 
happy swinging style is ‘Swing’ 
by Joeski Love from his debut 
LP ‘Joe Cool’ (CBS Records), a 
double fonky dancefloor tune. 
Also on this buzz is Dana Dane’s 
LP ‘Dana Dane 4 Ever’ (Profile 
Records) which is another 
happy-swing kinda LP with two killer kuts, ‘Tales 
From The Dane Side’ is baad ‘n’ bumping sampling 
Sly Stone, and ‘Something Special’ is a beautiful 
piece of jazzy-swing. 


The Grand Daddy Of Rap 


Another high class LP comes from Grand Daddy 
1.U. ‘Smooth Assassin’ (Cold Chillin Records) is 
so slick its frightening. ’Pick Up The Pace’ is fast 
‘n’ funky, while ‘Soul Touch’ is a spine-tingling 
piece with some gorgeous vocal samples and a 
feisty piano riff doing it all over the place. The 
whole album is shocking, buy it. Grand Daddy’s 
rap style is smooth and rolling like Big Daddy Kane 


whose LP ‘A Taste Of Chocolate’ (Cold Chillin 
Records) just landed. Dett. Relaxed, cool and 
funny. “Keep ‘Em On The Floor’ does just that 
with a get-down groove, ‘Dance With The Devil’ is 
a mean little message about that old evil crack, and 
“Big Daddy vs Dolemite’ has got the living curses in 
it. This is some quality confectionery, and Kane 
certainly ain’t no Bounty Bar! 

Other rough cuts about include ‘The Power Of 


Myself Is Moving’ by Isis from the X-Clan, the 
tune comes from her debut LP ‘Rebel Soul’

Strong with ‘Burn Baby Burn’ 
(Clappers Records) (see the record 
sleeve to find out what this one 
means) serious Black Panther stuff, 
check it out if you can handle 
politics and harsh and heavy beats 
and rhymes. Menacing. 


Information to raise a nation 

Rich Nice’s LP ‘Information To Raise A Nation’ 
(Motown Records) contains just that, the title 
track and ‘Two Seconds From Disaster’ are DEEP 
as is ‘Dead To The Knowledge’ a haunting anti- 
drug rap. The other cut is a funky B-line bit 
‘Trouble Man’. 


Finally back in the British dancefloor mode we have 
“Silk Smooth’ by Monte Luv and DJ Rob a relaxed 
boogie-rap tune which uses George Benson for its 
groove; ‘Down to Earth’ (Cool As...Mix) 
(Cooltempo Records) by Monie Love drops the 
jazz-funk business too and my final vinyl is ‘Side 2 
Track 4’ by Mikey Mike and the Milestones Of 
Funk which cuts up the Brand New Heavies in a 
very useful way.

What the funk is this? | beg the question how do 
we define the new music? How can hip hop be 
called the new jazz? Let’s get a few things 
straightened out; any track that relies purely on 
sampling can never claim to be anything more than 
‘jazzy’, it may have the flavour without the real 
taste. However, increasingly, the drum ‘n’ bass 
production of hip hop is combined with real 
instruments, but as Duke said: “it don’t mean a 
thing if it ain’t got that swing”, and it means even 
less if it ain’t got the JAZZ. After all, the odd sax 
or piano solo slung over a healthy wallop of drum 
‘n’ bass is just basically contemporary jazz-funk, 
not that there’s anything wrong with that. As 
Coldcut’s Matt Black always tells me, I’ve got a 
dodgy jazz-funk past, and | reply that | hope I’ve 
got a dodgy jazz-funk future! Why should jazz-funk 
be dodgy? Well a one word answer might be 
Shakatak, if you know what | mean. Anyway, 
contemporary jazz-funk can be well dodgy too. 
Take for instance Joint Venture’s ‘Funky Or 
What?’ (Warlock), it’s been put together by, 
amongst others, fusion bass-ace Victor Bailey, the 
track is pushed along by some Maceo style sax 
and Bailey’s bassy bits, but it could have been so 
much better without that nasty “ah yeah!” phrase 
being cut-up throughout. Definitely dodgy! 


Out of a similar bag comes Izit’s ‘Make Way For 
The Solos’ (Pig And Trumpet), the instrumental B- 
side of their current single. Another slice of 
contemporary funk without a trace of dodginess, 
and that Izit flute and baritone sax combination 
working well to give it that jazz flavour. But izit 
jazz? No, but its definitely groovy. In a similar 
vein, and well worth checking is Skatemaster Tate’s 
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‘Joe’s Jam’ (4th &t B’Way), another B-side, and a 
rambling mid-tempo excursion in the 
contemporary jazz-funk mould. All this jamming 
on the groove is cool, but it’s nothing new, what 
we’re really looking for is something that can 
touch the same vibe as say, a Herbie Hancock 
record, be it ‘Maiden Voyage’ or ‘Headhunters’, 
at least with Herbie records like these you can feel 
it’s the real deal. So perhaps it will take something 
really spectacular, like Herbie and Ron Carter in 
the studio with the Young Disciples (surely Public 
Enemy- Ed.) before we can really talk business. 
You never know. 


Personally I’m sympathetic to the idea of hip hop 
as the new jazz when the vibe gets deep; check out 
A Tribe Called Quest’s new B-side ‘If The Papes 
Come’; its not just the riddim on the ride cymbol 
or the fonky organ sample, it’s the abstract rap 


and generally ‘out’ feel that makes music like this 
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Patrick Forge with what’s jazzy and what’s dodgy. 


as much Theolonious Monk as it is Public Enemy. 
And whilst on the subject of all things ‘out’, the 
Dream Warriors ‘My Definition Of A Bombastic 
Jazz Style’, and Black Dog’s ‘The Weight’ are two 
records that definitely go all the way. 


Last month’s Free! review of Ashley and Jackson’s 
‘Solid Gold’ made reference to “a dodgy Galliano 
type rap” which, was an unnecessary slur. at the 
debut London appearance of the Galliano project 
a capacity crowd turned up. Considering this was 
their second ever gig, the response to Galliano 
and his band, which included sticksman Steve 
White and Mick Talbot on keys, was overwhelming. 
It’s amazing how many people can dig a “dodgy 
rap” artist when they witness the belief and 
integrity of this POET’s performance. (Alright 
already, we've got the message.-Ed.) The Galliano 
LP ‘In Pursuit Of The Thirteenth Note’ is now set 
for release next February and features a guest 
appearance from Roy Ayers. 


Finally this month, although we approach the 
festive season, we should spare a few thoughts for 
Art Blakey who died at the end of October aged 
71. As the great man said “I’ll play drums until 
Mother Nature tells me different.I'll retire when I'm 
six foot under.” R.I.P.

Stones” ‘Satisfaction’, to the breezy opener “210 
West’. 
The Dossa influence of the Brazilian masters is 
Gieriy evident. ”Carlos Jobim and Jaoa Gilberto, 
we come from this, of course, when we came 
round,” Tania accedes. “In one way or 
another | have played at least 100 times or more 
‘The Girl From Ipenema’, you’ve got to.” 


Tania is not exclusively interested in the Brazilian 

jazz that is constantly played in New York. Before 
moving there in the early eighties Tania spent 
seven years in Paris, honing her compositions and 
keyboard skills through rigorous classical training. 
Her musical tastes cover a wide spectrum, 
incorporating English rock, a fascination with the 
aboriginal didgeredoo and even Willi Nelson gets a 
mention. 


“I’m very proud that people call me jazz, | think 


it’s 2 very noble title,” Tania explains “I’d prefer 
to be jazz than pop or rock, but I’m not a person 
that listens to jazz 24 hours a day, | can even pass 
24 days without listening to it. I'm aware of 
everything that goes on." 

Hence the cover of ‘Satisfaction’ and Dorothy 
Field's “1 Can’t Give You Anything But Love’ both 
being included on ‘Bela Vista’. For future projects 
Tania plans to broaden the scope further, she’s 
already planned a musical mission to Australia and 
may use Aboriginal instruments on her next 


Having lived in India, Tania is also captivated by 
Asian percussion, but insists that she still gets the 
“biggest vitamin of life from visiting Brazil”. ‘Bela 
Vista’, now available worldwide confirms this. 
Released on the prestigious Blue Note label, the LP 
is available in the UK via EMI. With such big 
backing the collection should do well. But, insists 
Tania “it doesn’t matter if you’re released from 
here or there, what is important is what you have 
to say and what you have to show." And Tania 
Maria has more than most.

JM gets angry at CDs, 
then puts on his Parka to 
review this month’s 
Trainspotters’ releases. 
CD’s - they really piss me off! Record 
companies are now releasing CD only LP’s. 
Columbia and WEA in the US, from ‘91, 
will only press a small quantity of vinyl and 
that will be it. Furthermore, the majors are 
pricing vinyl out of the market, the price difference 
between vinyl and CD is becoming smaller. 
Now seriously, they are using artists as puppets to 
break the vinyl demand down and transfer them to 
CD. The artist will never get any club promotion 
and, with only 23% of dance music lovers owning 
a CD in this country (from recent research 
figures), it’s no wonder they haven't pulled that 
one with UK product. 
Some common myths: 
1. CD’s are the way forward, it’s 
innovation. 
- So were cassettes, they never managed to usurp 
vinyl. 
- What about DAT’s? 
- | prefer to have all my music on one format, not 
some on vinyl, plus some of the latest inventions 
of each era. 
2. CD’s don’t get damaged or 
scratched. 
- Rubbish - if you don’t look after them, they cease 
to play properly. 
- The ink used on CD’s actually wears them away. 
3.CDs have better sound quality 
- If you like classical music, try getting a thumping 
. bassline on a CD, it’s not possible. This may be 
because they are mixed by useless idiots, or the 
fact that the feedback from a stylus, even though 
very slight, creates the booming sound. 


The whole thing is a total scam; record companies 
make more money from CD’s - the mark up is 
higher (a CD costs less than £1 to produce). 
Some people even try to buy all their vinyl on CD, 
which will never be possible, even though the 
record companies will try to make it as possible as 
they can. Those same people will be buying their 
collection again on DAT in five years time. 


If this were not enough, new music on indie labels 
whovan barely afford to press up several hundred 
7-inches, let alone CD’s, will never be able to get 
radio exposure, because they haven’t passed their 
high standards of reproduction. Don’t buy any 
CD’s, or machines. 


Well, having got that off my 
chest, on with the business.

FREDDIE JACKSON: ‘Do Me Again’ 
(Capitol LP) 

‘Don’t It Feel Good’, ‘Love Me Down’, ‘Main 
Course’, ‘It Takes Two’, ‘I’ll Be Waiting For You’, 
‘Don’t Say You Love Me’, ‘Do Me Again’, ‘Live For 
The Moment’, ‘Second Time For Love’, ‘I Can’t 
Take It’ 


This ex-lead for Mystic Merlin has never really 
superseded his debut solo LP, and this is his fourth 
attempt. This is the closest he’s come, loads of 
juicy ballads. Freddie’s on top form and delivers 
the goods. A very complete album of quality soul. 
Listen for ‘Feel’, a bubbly uplifting groove with 
some beautiful female backing vocals. In fact 
there’s not much between any of the tracks. “Two’ 
is good , but it needs a mix. Its difficult to pick a 
favourite track because there are no killers, but for 
me | think it would have to be ‘Feel’. If you liked 
the Gerald Alston set then you need this too. 
Essential for connoisseurs. 


GARY TAYLOR: ‘Take Control’ 
(Expansion LP) 

‘Take Control’, ‘Whatever’, ‘I Need’, “Wishful 
Thinking’, ‘Don’t Be So Distant’, ‘I Live 4 U’, ‘Sign 
My Life Away’, ‘Time After Time’ 

This is his third LP, his first being ‘G.T.’, which is 
an ‘indemander!’, and second ‘Compassions’. Yet 
another complete LP of quality soul, his first two 
LPs were very patchy, but he seems to have 
achieved some consistency. The best tracks are 
‘Distant’, a bustling slightly more uptempo track, 
‘Whatever’ a beautiful ballad, and the mid-tempo 
‘Time’ a catchy sing-along type tune. The 
treatment is mainstream soul, extremely accessible, 
Gary sings but doesn’t really give it some. Well 
worth investigating. 


REVIVALS 

CAROLYN FRANKLIN: ‘Sunshine 
Holiday’ (If You Want Me LP RCA 
1976) 

Aretha’s sister, who penned many of her songs, 
and featured on backing vocals, also had a solo 
career. This has been a big revival for some time 
but now should be available at a reasonable price. 
Mid-tempo, glides along beautifully, her voice is 
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like a cross between Aretha and um 
Freda Payne (I don’t know, someone 
high-pitched). Bad tune. 


PLAYER: ‘Baby Come Back’ 
[RSO/Polydor 7” 1977.] 
Yes, yes | know its a white rock group 
and was a big chart hit. Occasionally, 
purely by accident of course, these type 
of groups cut a soul cut, Jakata is 
another example. Big revival, tuff bassline with a 
wah-ing lead guitar which sounds good. Vocals 
are, well typically Blue Eyed, dare | say very slightly 
like the Bee Gees, but but hang on much better. 
Look hard enough and you should be able to find 
it on an LP or 7” for a reasonable price. 


SWEET MIXTURE: ‘House Of Fun 
@t Love [B-side Bazar 7”1982] 


A-side ‘I Love You’ is a nice ballad, flip it over oh 
yes! Mid-tempo old style instrumentation (you 
know guitars and drums!). High-pitched female 
vocals similar to Whirlwind (see Issue 11), in fact 
the track is on that level. Wicked tune. 


That’s all I’ve got room for except to say Johnny 
Gill kicked up Janet at Wembley. Respect.

Frankie Bones co-wrote the freestyle 
groove on the flip, which is slightly 
more interesting. 


OPEN MIND: ‘The Trance’ 
(US Easy Street EZ5-7569) 
Joey Beltram hits the freestyle groove 
on this one too. Very much the same 
formula as before with a few vocal 
samples thrown in. Hopefully he will 
find a new direction before we all fall 
asleep. 


SMOOTH AND 
SIMMONDS: ‘Pucker Tunes Vol. I’ 
(Wax Factory WF. OO5) 

This is more like it, Wax Factory is another 
consistently creative, British, Independent dance 
music label; with a mailing address not in Sheffield, 
as you would expect from the music, but in 
Uxbridge! Strongest track on Pucker Tunes is 
Tekno Jazz, which ain’t really jazz, but is tekno. 
Also round on the same label are ‘Bubbles’ by 
Rhythm X (WE 004) and ‘Dance City’ (WF. 003), 
all of which occupy space on my dancefloor 
playlist at present. 


DAVID X: ‘E=MC2’ (Italian GFB 
Records GFB.OOS5) 


Flve tracks, recorded, arranged and mixed in Italy 
by David Calzamatta, which are very playable.

ANTICO: ‘Antico’ (Italian GFB 
Records GFBOO2) 

Here is another one. Fast, furious, instrumental 
rave music with a deep voice repeating the title 
from time to time. It really does leave you quite 
breathless. Don’t forget to check out Colin Dale 
on Kiss 100 FM every Monday between 1am and 
4am for the hardest selection of brand new and 
classic European tracks in the Universe (apart 
from mine of course!). 


DR BAKER: ‘Reality’ (Coma 
Records 127007) 

A record which sent my kitten Rosie into a mad 
half-hour and almost resulted in the destruction of 
my entire record collection. The return of Danish 
club DJ and TV personality Dr Kenneth Baker with 
this new track in six different mixes. Basically an 
acid groove with stabs of brass and a spoken vocal 
which warns us of the hypocrisy and lies of the 
Superpowers, among other things. Not really a 
Christmas record, but the Tekno Bleep Mix’ is a 
floor shaker, which you should investigate. 
Whoops, there go my headphones...... 


BLACK DOG: ‘Virtual’ (White 
Label) 


A very interesting, three-track twelve which, | 
think, has its origins in Ipswich (just like Patrick 
Forge ED!). ‘Virtual’ is an epsodic track which 
starts simply with percussion and keyboards, then 
develops powerfully adding what sounds like 
samples of Phillip Glass. Second side features 


‘The Weight’, jazzy keyboards on a familiar 
breakbeat, and the atmospheric Ambience With 
Teeth’ which has to be one of this year’s best 
titles. In your shops right now. 


SWEET EXORCIST: ‘Clonk’ (Warp 
9P/A) 

Sweet Exorcist declare an end to the bleep, and a 
beginning for the CLONK. Remixed from the 
“Mad Jack’ EP that | mentioned in the September 
issue of Free!, but is yet to hit the streets. It is 
getting harder to find ways of transferring the 
sounds found on vinyl like this into words on a 
record review. There are some bleeps, plenty of 
CLONKS and some extremely heavy bass, do you 
know what | mean?

Coming your way this christma 
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BILL TUCKEY DIPS INTO HIS 
COLLECTION, GETS TIRED OF 
GUNS AND TURNS INSTEAD 
TO ROOTS 

Earlier this year it seemed as if reggae music was 
pushing through into a new phase. Gussie 
Clarke’s Musicworks studio, for instance, was 
bringing out immaculately produced and mixed 
rhythms which were creating a buzz, even outside 
the reggae scene. At the same time a new 
generation of reggae DJ’s started to tear it up by 
sounding rough and untamed. The ruder they 
were - by talking about guns and punnany - the 
more the public loved them up. Names like 
Shabba and Cutty Ranks achieved notoriety 
beyond the realms of the reggae world. 


Now though, the buzz is beginning to turn into a 
drone as producers fail to keep the ball rolling. 


As far as smooth production goes, reggae music 
has always had more to do with ‘feel’ than 
professionalism and a raw-edged sound is part of 
it’s appeal. Musicworks search for technical 
excellence has left some of their latest productions 
sounding too sterile and squeaky clean; which is a 
turn-off for the great reggae-loving public. 


Just as technical quality does not guarantee a good 
tune, the same is true of rough D] tactics. There’s 


only so much to say on the subject of gunmanship. 


As for X-rated lyrics, well....it’s like watching a 
dirty movie: interesting for a few minutes but the 
novelty soon wears off. 


Improved production techniques and the rise of 
the DJ have certainly been important developments 
for reggae but now more new ideas are needed to 
carry the music further still. 


Unfortunately everyone is becoming very inward- 
looking at the moment. One producer cover's the 
‘Punnany’ rhythm and the others do the same. 
One DJ chats about his gun and they’re all at it. 
Competition is important to create fresh sounds 
but that kind of competition is unhealthy - all 
they’re doing is chasing their own tails and that is 
boring. 

This month there’s been very little new dancehall 
music worth mentioning - 10,000 versions of 
‘Punnany’ and 10,000 more of ’Mud Up’ and 
that’s about it. I hope that the current drought of 
new tunes is just a brief lull before the music 
shoots off in a new direction. 


In the reggae charts this week, 13 of the top 
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twenty tunes feature DJ’s and at least 9 are covers 
of old songs or rhythms. What does this tell us? 
Producers need to sort themselves out. They can 
pick out good D]’s without going to any trouble; 


the sound systems act as a selection process for 
them, but you can’t have the rough (D]’s) without 
the smooth (singers) - they take more time and 
effort to discover and develop. As for rhythms, 
they have to be carefully produced, but it’s just as 
important that they are built with feeling and 
originality, rather than trying to repeat formulas 
which have worked in the past. 


Let’s hope by next month there’ll be enough good 
new dancehall tunes about to fill my column. 


With so little good ragga music about at the time 
of writing. here’s a quick run-down of a different 
selection - a quick round-up of the best new roots 
music for all you who love up your culture: 


1. HOPETOWN LINDO: ‘Gun Ting’ 
(Greensleeves 12-inch) 

One of Gussie Clarke’s in-house songwriters, 
Lindo is a pretty deft vocalist himself. Over a 
bubbling version of the ‘Sleng Teng’ rhythm, comes 
a voice of reason, warning us about the gun 
murderers out there. 


2. COCO TEA: ‘Oil Ting’ 
(Greensleeves 12-inch) 

A next cut to the same rhythm - more dubbed up 
and bottom heavy. Coco revises the ‘Gun Ting’ 
vocal to deal with the Gulf situation. Wicked. 


3.LID] INCORPORATED: ‘Black Liberation’ (Youth 
Sound LP) 


Singers Xylon and Ishu aka Lidj, straight out of 
Jamaica way meet production duo Scruff and Nick 
straight out of Dalston and serve up slice after 
slice of heavyweight reality music. The vocals 
aren't perfectly pitched but the vibes are strong. 


4. LID] INCORPORATED: ‘Dub 
Liberation’ (Youth Sound LP) 


Participation two - dubwise and detrimental. 
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5. CENTRY: ‘Stepping Time’ 
(Conscious Sounds) 

Uncomplicated, vocal-free rhythm that attempts to 
do nothing other than sound weighty, and 
succeeds with a trouser-flapping b-line and raw 
dub version. Executed on a four-track, but you 
wouldn’t know it. 


6.ALAN KINGPIN: ‘Little Jimmy’ 
(from Ariwa LP ‘Letter From Jail’) 
Jah Shaka sound system used to run a dub plate 
which went ‘Don’t you know Jah Shaka him a 
serious, him come fe you exclusive Jah warrior...’ 
and the crowd would go mental every time. This is 
the non-exclusive vocal version, on an interesting 
new LP. It’s killer. 


7.-PAPA LEVI ‘Ackle And Bother 
Them’ (from Ariwa LP ‘Code Of 
Practice’) 

B-line is a rip-off from ‘Rumours’ but the rhythm’s 
well-produced and upful. Levi’s attack on D]’s 
who talk nonsense (“Lyrics....a gimmicks they a gi 
you now.”) is timely and well delivered. Ruff. 
There’s a dub cut too, with some Mad Prof. lunacy 
thrown in. 


8.MICHAEL PALMER: ‘Juggling’ 
OGuggernaut 12-inch) 

What a tune! A martial rhythm and Michael 
Palmer in full flight on the subject of unfaithfulness. 


9.HALF PINT: ‘Cry’ (Creation 7- 
inch) 

Strange, almost housey rhythm, but very serious 
indeed - especially the dub. Highly recommended. 


DEVON RUSSELL at CULTURAL 
ROOTS: ‘Money Sex & Violence’ 
(Run 12-inch) 


Good solid reality music from some veterans 
who’ve definitely still got things to say and know 
how to say them.
